© For my yoke iseasy, and my burden fg tight."—Marr., 
xl, 80. ae i : 


Oor Saviour had been teaching the deep- 
est spiritual truths, and with the usual re- 
gulta. There was curiosity for miracles, 
but no heart for real knowledge. And he 
upbraided those cities in which his wonder- 
ful works had been done with terrible woes 
and denunciations for their ignominious 
blindness. And then, strangely interjected, 
is one of those gushes of prayer such as 
must often have passed through his mind, 
though they were seldom recorded. 


“ At that time Jesus answered and said, I 
thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and 
earth, because thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and hast re- 
vealed them unto babes. Even so, Father; 
forso it seemed good in thy sight.” 


And then follows this ejaculation : 


“Come unto me, all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest. Take 
my yoke upon you, and learn of me; for I 
am meek and lowly of heart; and ye shall 
find rest unto yoursouls. For my yoke is 
easy, and my burden is light.” 

You will perceive that the figure is drawn 
from agricultural pursuits, as it was spoken 
to an agricultural people. And not only 
that: figures drawn from oxen, yokes, and 
wains are not at all unfrequent in the Old 
Testament, and were very natural, there- 
fore, to the lips of Christ. For itis as if he 
had seen all men, like bullocks, harnessed 
to their several tasks, and wearily bending 
their strength to the unwelcome effort, and 
gaining no relief. It is as if he had per- 
ceived, too, that all these tasks to which they 
were yoked were fruitless in the end, and 
had said, “ Ye are toilers, ye are yoked, ye 
are driven as beasts of burden, all in vain. 
Now let me put my yoke upon you, and 
you shall find that every burden, and duty 
isa toil which shall bring peace and rest. 
For my yoke is easy; the world’s is not. 
My burden is light; itis the only burden 
that is light. The easy way of men is the 
hardest way, and the hard way in which I 
shall lead you is the only easy way. 

Let me show why the hard way is the 
only easy one, and contrast the easy and 
— methods as they actually occur 

fe. 

1, No truth is more simple, and,in mod- 
ern days at least, more universally admitted, 
than that all Christians must find happi- 
ness within the laws and conditions in 
which they.are.created. All understand 
now that hai is in the fulfillment of 
certain great ary conditions under 
which men are created. All the animal 
kingdom must respect its laws. All viola- 
tion of constructive law will prevent their 
happiness ; and this law applies to the hu- 
man family with even greater precision and 
force. There are certain laws and fixed 
conditions in which men act, and upon 
which they are created; and obedience to 
these is indispensable to happiness. If you 
wish to be happy, and mean to be happy, it 
will be because you have understood the 
laws and conditions under which God has 
placed you, and have obeyed them. Manis 
first. yond all other creatures, he is rich 
in pee gf and complexity of endowment, 
end rich in facility of combination therein. 
Ant there must be with this richness of 
faculty agreement, or there will be jostling. 
The faculties will be like unsettled waters 
rushing into a bay and being whirled upon 
each other; or they will by subordination 
come into harmony. The richer and the 
stronger men are, the more indispensable is 
it that there should be discipline in the 
school of the soul. Somebody must be 
schoolmaster, and somebody must be pupil. 
Something must govern, and all the rest 
must mind, in this soul republic, where are 
reasons with its various endowments, and 
the moral sentiments in their variety, and 
all the social affections, and the many ani- 
mal forces and powers. It is impossible 
that these elements should all promiscuous- 
ly break forth without creating confusion 
worse confounded. And there is a lawof 
relative subordination among them; and in 
that subordination comes harmony; and 
without that harmony there must be dis- 
cord and suffering. With it there cannot 
fail to be happiness. 

» & These powers are civenina germ state, 
and are to be unfolded.

and so as to be prepared for transplantation 
into another sphere of existence. 

Now, if this is a fair statement of the con- 
dition which man finds himself in; if such 
are the laws of his being; if it be true that a 
man can be happy only in obedience to 
those laws—is it an easy thing fora man to 
live? Is there anything more profound, 
when you come to study it, than the mean- 
ing of life? Why, to look upon the frivolity 
of men and women, and see these motes, 
these thistledown, these bubbles, dancing or 
floating through life, one would think that 
to live meant merely to be born to trifle 
and to die. We all eat, and drink, and 
sleep, and wake to eat, and drink, and sleep 
again. That would seem to comprise the 
whole of life. But far more is it in the 
presence of this other and larger view of de- 
velopment of these nascent powers, their 
drill, and combination, and efficient educa- 
tion, their play and fruitfulnessin the great 
round and commonwealth of human society, 
and their exercise in such a way as that 
while they deal with physical matter they 
are unfolding and developing spiritual re- 
sults on such aplan andof such symmetry 
and magnitude as by and by to fit men to 
be plucked as blossoms and transplanted to 
the bosom of God. 

Is it this that God meant when he put 
man into the world? Are these the ends of 
manhood? How mean is the conception of 
life, then, with most men! How deep and 
how solemn is it in reality!’ But how poor 
and meager is itin the estimation of man 
and many a man that goes giddily dancing 
along the way of life, as if there was nothing 
but time and the body, with enough of 
mind to tell them where pleasure lies, that 
they may go and suck up the flower and 
pluck the fruit, that they may drink forever 
at pleasure’s fountain. Why, Icould show 
you creatures that do that, without going 
further than humming-birds. Butterflies 
do that. The gauzy insect of summer does 
that. God had gone far beyond these when 
he came to you. Life means more and 
more as you goup in the scale; and when 
man was made, he was made in God’s own 
image, with faculties, and laws, and condi- 
tions that mean transcendently more than 
seeking one’s own well-being in pleasure. 
We do not reproach the birds and insects ; 
but woe be to the child of God that aspires 
to do no more than the bird or the insect. 
Now, the fulfilling of this destiny is a 
task. Itis burdensome. It is more difficult 
than men imagine till they try it. And yet, 
without doing this, the¥ will run upon other 
burdens and upon other tasks. If you at- 
tempt to live as you are made to live, you 
will have burdens;-but they will be legiti- 
mate and remunerating, and will bring 
strength in the process of evolution and 
development. Whereas, if you evade or 
avoid them, you will bring upon yourself 
another class of burdens, which will be the 
penalties of violated law. Care, and anxiety, 
and fear, and various afflictions will come 
in consequence of wrong-doing; and these 
will become your burdens. 

So it seems to me that Christ,looked on 
the world, and saw all men harnessed to 
various tasks, and going their wrong ways, 
and groaning and travailing in pain, and 
said to them,“ Ye are under yokes and 
burdens. Come tome. I have 8 yoke and 
a burden, but they are legitimate. They 
are the fulfillment of your destiny according 
to God’s prescription. ‘Take my yoke upon 
you, and carry my .burden, and you will 
find that my yoke is easy and my burden is 
light, compared with those that sin and 
ignorance put upon men.” And that which 
is thus declared by our Saviour experience 
shows to be true. 

Let us, for instance, contrast, for a single 
moment, the way men live with the way 
they might live. The true life of every one 
is a life of duty. To ask, “ What is right?” 
is only another way of asking, ‘“‘ What shall 
ennoble me, and strengthen me, and bring 
me nearer to God?” But the question that 
most men put to themselves is, “ Where is 
the way of pleasure? How shall I reap the 
most exquisite pleasure, and the most of it, 
and do it the soonest?” And men that 
set out to live for pleasure, as pleasure, 
certainly may be able to reap some fields. 
Far am I from saying that the pleasures of 
this world are not pleasures, or that they are 
always unworthy. But this is not the only 
life; and men. should not take and appio- 
priate to this life that which God meant for 
the life to come. There are elements of 
wondrous joy that belong to this life; but 
they are partial and temporary, and those 
who depend on them soon go threadbare in 
satisfaction. It is unwise for men to make 
present pleasure the chief object of pursuit 
in life; for, although they gain pleasures, 
they grow less and less capable of enjoying 
them, and the pleasures themselves grow 
less and less, And when a knowledge of | 
men, and a knowledge of self, and experi- 
ence, have brouzht men at last to about 
mid-life—the disenchanting period—they |

me whether wealth, or influence, or pam- 
pering makes men happy. Tell me 
whether they are not sad, sorrowful, rest- 
less, and complaining; saying to the last, 
even in the a of death, “Who 
will show me any good?” While the men 
that walk as if sweet flowers and fragrant 
dews dropped upon them are the men tbat 
follow Christ, and like him give their lives 
for the world. There is a generosity in 
ane There is an untiilingness in its 
supply. It springs from a source that 
never went dry, and never will. And so 
long as God is God, and continues to repro- 
duce creation upon this great law that force 
is to go with benevolence, so long human 
society will be a witness to all that self- 
seeking leads to sorrow and that beneyvo- 
lence is the true road to happiness. 

In another respect we see this Helism 
and contrast. The ordinary sdect living 
is that in which men seek, knowing the 
laws of their being, torun as close to dis- 
obedience of them as possible without act- 
ually disobeying them. There is such a

Men treat God’s laws as though they were

They will not go over the bounds; they will 
not be challenged ; but they will go as far 
as it is possible for them to go without 
petite themselves in imminent danger. 

hey seem to think obedience to God's 
laws atass. Whereas, the true hearts re- 
gard obedience to God’s laws to be the 

eatest of pleasures; for it is a source of 

lessing to them. It prepares them to re- 
ceive messages of love and mercy ; and they 
yield it promptly and willingly. With one 
it is, “ How little can I get along with doing 
and obeying?” With the other it is, “ How 
can I more abound in obedience ?” 

With one it is, “ How little may I make 
conduct blossom? Just as little as will an- 
swer the requirements of law will I do.” 
The other would fain be as the appte-tree in 
spring, that whitens itself all over, and 
stands uponthe ground a globe of beauty 
and perfume. There is something sublime 
and electric in the obedience of men that 
seek to live above the common measure of 
obedience to laws. Oh, how abundantly 
do they enjoy! And men that fall below it 
—how abundantly do they, in the long run, 
reap sorrow! As Christ says, “ Ye are 
yoked and burdened that seek to live in vio- 
lation or in stingy obedience to law: take 
my yoke and burden, obey the law with 
alacrity, and you’ shall find rest to your 
souls.” 

There are, to follow the same line of 
thought, those that live wholly and for this 
world. It is all that they know. O, 
wretches that they are! If in this life only 
we have hope, we are of all men most mis- 
erable. To live with the fear or the con- 
viction that all this various light, and all 
this discipline that carries up the under- 
standing, and opens it to the realm and 
royalty of truth, will at last, like the crystals 
of frost in a winter morning on a pane of 
glass, dissolve the moment that death 
touches us; to believe that all these moral 
faculties, these powers of discrimination, 
these honorable enthusiasms for things su- 
perhuman, are to perish when the body goes 
down to dust and decay; to suppose that 
these throbbing hearts, with all their yearn- 
ings, are struck with death, and that man, 
no more than the bird of the air or the beast 
of the field, lives beyond the grave—it is 
dreadful. It matters not when he dies who 
has such conceptions. What has life for 
those that believe in annihilation? I can- 
not conceive of anything more wretched 
than they must be. The sun shines but to 
mock the miserable misery of one that cher- 
ishes that doctrine. And the garniture of 
summer—what is it but an empty show to 
one whose every heart-throb is a beat in the 
march toward death ? 

But for us it is that which lies beyond 
that inspires hope. _If I travel all the weary 
day, knowing that Iam going further and 
further away from home, and that no hos- 
pitable roof is to shelter me, and no friends 
are to grect me, and nothing is before me 
but the desert or the caravansera, then what 
is to cheer me on my journey? It is sad 
from step to step. But if Iam going home, 
though it be through thickets, or over rocks, 
or across the morass, and the heavens pelt 
storms upon me—if I know that I shall ere 
long be under my father’s roof, and receive 
the greetings of father, and mother, and 
brothers, and sisters—happiness goes with 
me all the day long. And so in human life, 
he that thinks life ends with death, and that 
there is no life beyond‘the grave—what has 
he with which to meet the hatreds, the at- 
trifions, the troubles with which life 
abounds? What has he to give him com- 
plaisance in looking forward to the period

On the other hand, if the law of life is the 
law of duty; if restraint in rezard to things 
wrong is laid upon one’s self,as a part of 
life; and if a man seeks pleasure’ by seek- 
ing to do those things which are best for 
himself and his fellows with industry and 
enterprise, he gets what he does not seek: 
he gets enjoyments that he could not obtain 
in any other way; he gets food that is 
adapted to the various parts of the soul. 

Contrast the man that lives purely for 
pleasure and the man that lives purely for 
duty, and you will find that the pleasure- 
seeker reaps less of pleasure than the man 
that does not seck it. In the case of the 
latter, there may be fewer electric 
sparks, there may be fewer blazes, 
there may be fewer bonfires; but 
there is an even pleasure, and a suscep- 
tibility to pleasure, which in the end 
overmasters and overmeasures the pleasures 
of those that live merely fer pleasure. And 
so it will be found in retrospect that men 
who live merely to make themselves happy 
in this life are more burdened and less hap- 
py than men that take on the yoke of duty, 
and by the burden of duty find rest. 

Living for enjoyment first, and with be- 
nevolence incidental or alternative, is one 





that bind man to man? How can you bear 
the infirmities of life, the sufferings of the 
body, and the chafings of the soul. which it 
is impossible to escape here below? These 
things are so many light-fingered robbers, 

that filch perpetvally something of our be- 
ing; and, if I have nothing but this life, 
spare me from it. Itis not long enough, if 
this is all that there istome. It but kindles 
expectation ; it but sharpens sensibility ; it 
butrenders me capable of greater misery. 

It cannot satisfy my capacity for enjoy- 
ment. 

But, oh, if I have another life; if God is 
mine; if heaven is mine; if all the noble 
redeemed in heaven are my elder brethren ; 
if every step here is cairying me nearer 
home—whatto me are burdens ané troubles? 
I take refuge ont of all present afflictions, I 
count them as dust, and as not worthy to be 
compared with the exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory that is to be revealed to me 
in the heavenly land. 

Now, there are two classes of men, living 
in two ways. One class take on burdens 
because this world is all they want. And 
they are more burdened and troubled and 
tried than the men who join the other world 
to this and live for both. And Christ might 
stand over every one of them and say, “Oh 











way. God’s ty hr: to live under the royal 
law of love or evolence primarily, and 
to find our own gratification incidentally. 
The way of the world is quite the reverse of 
God’s. God says, “ Look not every man on 
his own things, but every man also on the 
things of another.” The world reverses it, 
and says, “ Let every man take care of him- 
self, and then all the world will be taken 
of” “Let every man take care of 
Number One,” is the vulgar expression, 
“and everybody will be well cared for.

Curcaao, April 9th, 1867. 
To THe Eprror or THE INDEPENDENT: 


Dr. Hawes’ volume of sermons, “An 
Offering to Home Missionaries,” is finding 
its way to their homes and hearts. They 
naturally turn first to a sermon near the 
close of the book, upon “a minister’s ex- 
perience confirming the truth of his doc- 
trines,” expecting that the testimony of one 


who had held a single pastorate so lon 


will be comforting and instructive to them, 
as indeed it proves to be. Young men lock 
ing into this work to find the secret of so 
extended and so useful a ministry will 
learn that it isnot in any sensationalism of 
style, but in the honest and earnest present- 
ation of the plain truths of the Gospel. 
In offering this token of regard to the home 
missionaries, Dr Hawes announces that it 
had been his early purpose to engage in 
the frontier work himself, and that Provi- 
Probably 
the country does not know how near the 
Doctor came to being one of the first patri- 
archs of the West. Rev. Jeremiah Porter, 
the first minister of the First church of 
Chicago, in a lecture which he delivered 
here upon that early history of this city, 
states that the church in a few years be- 
came ambitious, and aspired to secure Dr.

He was there put into the 
Sunday-school class of the junior warden, 
who would stimulate his other scholars 
8 | thus: “ Now, my little fellows, I don’t want 
you to let this Western boy get better 
lessons than you do; for he comes from way 
out in Illinois, where they have no churches, or 
schools, or religious privileges."

And again, “Superabundant and 

exciting food produces a morbid condition 

of the body, and derangement of its func- 

tions, rapidly wasting its vitality. Children 

overfed are never healthy. Their excessive | 
fullness and redness of face, though often 

exhibited by fond parents with pride, in- 

dicate an unhealthy condition. If there is 
the least consumptive taint, such feeding 

hastens it into activity.” Again he says, 

“Tt is a false notion that the scrofulous and 

tuberculous require high feeding. This 

often develops the very evil it is designed 

to remedy.” 

Dr. Hunt declares, “Our own nation is 

proverbial for gormandizing, which is al- 

ready beginning to deteriorate the energies 

of the American people.” 

Dr. Muzzey says, “Much feeding is 

likely to be followed by disease.” 

Lola Montez declares that “ the ordinary 
fare of a fashionable lady is sufficient to de- 
stroy the brightest and smoothest skin.” 

I could quote from a great number of 
well-known physicians in the same vein. 

How shall we determine the necessary quan- 
tity of food? 

Dr. Phillips and Dr. Paris recommend 
that “the dyspeptic should carefully attend 
to the first feeling of satiety.” 7 

A score of eminent physiologists have ad- 





vised weighing the food. 

Prof. Hitchcock advises that we should 
eat only of one dish, or, as he explains it 
afterward, “ one course.” 

The celebrated Dr. Johnson offers the fol- 
lowing on this point: “Whenever a meal 
is followed by an inaptitude for mental or 
corporeal exertion, we have transgressed 
the rules of health, and are laying the 
foundation for disease.” 

The famoys Dr. Cheyne says, “If any 
man has edten’or drank so much as renders 
him unfit for the duties and studies of his 
profession, he has overeaten.” 

Many expedients have been resorted to to 
assist in securing moderation ; but, when the 
food is good and the social atmosphere 
pleasant, nine people in ten go too far. 

Ihave a rule which has proved valuable. 
I-have recommended it to many others, to 
whom it has likewise proved of great 
value. It is this: 

Bsrore you TAKE THE FIRST MOUTHFUL, 
PLACE UPON YOUR PLATE ALL YOU ARE TO 
EAT, AND EAT BUT TWICE A DAY. 

This, for the most obvious reasons, is grea’ 
ly superior to any of the rules I have named, 
and, I may add, to all that have been given. 
This rule accomplishes all that the practice 
of weighing does, without the embarrass- 
ment and annoyance which weighing in- 
volves, Itis better than the rule of Dr. 
Johnson and others—viz., watching while 
you are eating for the first indication of sa- 
ttety ; for it is simply impossible for a dys- 
Peptic, with his morbid appetite, to watch, 
or halt when he does discover that the food 
fails to give the intense gratification of the 
first moment. _This is indeed the great dif-

Ecce Devs. Essays on the Life and Doctrine 
of Jesus Christ. With Controversial Notes 
on “Ecce Homo.” Boston: Roberts Broth- 
ers. 

We notice in some other papers the sug 
gestion that this work is by the author of 
“Ecce Homo.” We do not sce how the 
thought could occur toa careful reader of 
both books. There are, it is true, some 
views and ideas common to both; but if 
seems & psychological impossibility that dhe 
same mind which produced tlie calm, 
thoughtful, intellectual work which bears 
the title of “ Ecce Homo” could have given 
forth the brusque, careless, spasmodic, and 
often extravagant rhetoric which abounds 
in “Ecce Deus.” Take, as an example, the 
rhetorical climax which closes the first clap- 
ter of the latter book. Christ must be 
more than a good man, or worse than the 
worst man. If he be not God, he is the 
Devil.” Now, in a work like this, so dog. 
matic and pretentious as it is, there is noth- 
ing unfair in testing the writer’s most prom: 
inent and positive statements. Suppose, 
then, that we leave out from the New Test 
ament all the passages which directly assert 
the deity of Christ, and the more numerous 
passages which—as it seems to us—even @ 
thoughtful Unitarian must find it hard te 
explain on the theory that Christ is not God 





with the speeches of Charles Sumner. We 
wonder how the excellent and conserva- 
tive Dr. Blagden feels at finding his article 
on “The Life and Letters of John Win- 
throp” printed side by side with an elo- 
quent plea for “ The Full Enfranchisement 
of the Negro.” It gives one a strange feel- 
ing to see the veritable Boston Review act- 
ually making an argument, not for limited, 
or impartial, but universal suffrage. “We 
ate opposed,” it says, “to any legislation 
that leaves the black man under politi- 
cal disabilities which do not pertain to 
white men.” Now, if such a sentence had 
been printed in this sedate quarterly two 
or three years ago, the steeple of the Old 
South Church would have instantly struck 
the bell of alarm! “ We look,” continues 
the out-spoken reviewer, “with no com- 
placency upon fhe Constitutional Amend- 
ment. * * * Jnits very terms it implies 
the superiority of the white. *** Itisa 
most dangerous experiment. * * * And, 
if not too late, we could wish that the rebel 
estates might return to the Government, and 
that out of them, homesteads might be 
created for the poor but loyal race.” This 
is admirable! And, in addition to these 
sentiments, expressed in vigorous prose by 
Rey. Charles L. Woodworth, we find the 
same theme repeated in graceful verse by 
Rev. J. E. Rankin: 

“ Beat the false opinion down, 

Give the man the civic crowns 

Be he red or be he white, 

Be he Mack as blackest night, 


Did our banner o'er him float, 
Let him have the freeman’s vote. 


“By the blood so nobly shed, 
By the great unnumbered dead? 
By the living and their woes, 
Bring the conflict to a close; 
Beat the false opinion down, 
Give the man the civic crown!” 

These brief extraets show that the present 
attitude of this quarterly toward the chief 
publie question of the present time leaves 
nothing to be desired by the friends of 
hamanity. 

But we perceive by another article in the 
same pages that the ancient game of heresy- 
%| hunting is still pursued in Boston. Bor- 
rowing the pen of an anonymous writer, 
the Review utters a protest, so solemn as to 
be somewhat comical, against “ The Theo- 
logical Animus of the Atlantic Monthly,” 
averring that “no evangelical pastor” can 
see, without regret, that magazine “on the 
center-tables of his parish.” Now we have 
always been great sticklers for soundness in 
theology; we keep ourselves thoroughly 
orthodox; we never, for instance, indulge 
in the vagaries of sueh journals as The Con- 
gregationalist and Apringfield Republican.

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CORRECTION OF 1 OF A MISTAKE. 


(Dz. Patton has forwarded to us the 
following letter, which we gladly lay be- 
fore our readers.—Ep.} 

Rav. W. W. Patron, D.D.: 

Dear Sir :—I trust I may be pardoned for 
calling your attention to what I consider & 
mistake in one of your highly interesting let- 
ters from the East. It isa mistake into which 
almost all writers have fallen when speaking 
yf the ponderous architecture of Baalbec, 
Palmyra, and the ancient temples of Egypt. 

You say that there is how no machinery 
capable of moving such masses as you, in 
pommon with others, describe. You give 
the weight of the largest stone at Baalbec at 
somewhat higher figure than I have seen 
je any previous account, viz., 1, 400 tons; 
whether English or American tons you 
don’t state. This enormous weight is some- 
what less than that of each of the largest 
pieces of the tubes of the Britannia Tubular 
Bridge. They were each 470 feet long, 30 
feet high, 14 feet 8 inches broad, and the 
weight of each was 1,750 English, or 1,995 
American tons. These tubes were built on 
terra firma, from whence they were removed 
to some enormous pontoons, sunk in the 
Menai Straits. When properly placed, the 
‘water was pumped out of the pontoons, and 
on them they were floated to their respect- 
ive places between the piers. They were 
then hoisted to their final resting-places, a 
bight of 102} feet above high-water mark. 
All this had to be done on a turbulent arm 
of the sea, It must not be forgotten that the 
enormous size of these tubes added greatly 
to the difficulty. One of these pieces, or 
sections, if placed on its end would be more 
than double the hight of the monument, 
and 70 feet higher than the cross on the 
dome of St. Paul’s, London. 

I am an old man, and don't belong 
to cither “Young England” or “ Young 
America ;” but I believe the engineers of the 
present day are capable of doing anything 
that is necessary to be done. The reason 
that there is less of the ponderous work 
done now than formerly is that the world 
has become more utilitarian.

kinds of manufactures of wool by the last 
Congress have not had the disturbing influ- 
ence that was anticipated, owing partly to 
the large stocks of goods on hand, which had 
been imported expressly on account of the 
expected alteration of the tariff, and partly 
owing tothe dullness of trade; but the effect 
of the increase will be very sensibly felt 
next fall, and those who can afford to lay 
in their stocks now, while prices are com- 
paratively low, will probably be gainers by 
their foresight. The increased duties on 
coarse woolens and worsteds, on dress- 
goods, shawls, hosiery, blankets, and 
carpets is very considerable, making a 
difference on some articles of nearly forty 
per cent,, while on the finer qualities of 
cloths the increase is only about ten to 
fifteen per cent. Nearly all kinds of carpet- 
ing have been largely increased; but the 
fine French Axminsters and the coarse 
Dutch carpetings remain as before, at five 
per cent, and forty per cent. Coarse 
woolens, which under the previous tariff 
paid a duty of only sixty or seventy per 
cent., now pay about a hundred and ten. 
Worsted shawls, which paid a duty of only 
thirty-five per cent. advalorem, now pay a 
duty of forty per cent. advalorem and fifty 
cents a pound. The present system of 
woolen duties is very intricate and compli- 
cated; and no one, from reading the law, 
could form an accurate idea of what the 


duty on any specified article would amount 
to. It will take along time before prices 
can be adjusted td the new rates; the iarge 
stock on hand must first be worked off, and 
our own woolen manufacturers, who will be 


stimulated by the new system to increased 
activity, must get the hang of the market 


before prices settle down into anything like 


regularity. But of one thing all concerned 
may rest sure: there will be no diminution 
of prices of any fabrics of which wool 
forms a component part, unless there should 
be a panic in the money market, which 
would only be temporary in effect.
